Strengthening our Region’s Security

The U.S. House of Representatives on June 1, 2011 passed Rep. Clarke’s
amendment to the nation’s homeland security budget. This successful
action will preserve federal funding for many of our hometown heroes
including police, firefighters, and emergency medical personnel. It will
also provide additional funding to enable local safety officials to protect
against terrorist threats and other disasters.

Improving Nutrition for Families

On June 14, 2011, Rep. Clarke’s amendment to the Agriculture
Appropriation Act passed in the U.S. House of Representatives. This
amendment restores S5 million in funding to enable low-income mothers
to buy food from local farmers markets such as Detroit’s Eastern Market.
Farmers markets are playing a greater role in strengthening underserved
communities. Expanding access to fresh, nutritious food will fight hunger
and bolster community health. Moreover, it will create jobs for small
family farmers and community produce vendors.

The Case of Mr. Smith

The Office of Rep. Clarke is committed to serving all citizens in Michigan’s 13th District. Every day, Rep.
Clarke’s office strives for excellence in constituent service. This month, we would like to highlight Mr. Jimmy
Smith, a hardworking constituent on the brink of losing his home to foreclosure.

Lack of access to quality affordable healthcare forced Mr. Smith to file bankruptcy as a result of his mounting
medical bills. In January 2011, Mr. Smith restructured his debt and fought for a clean start, but Smith and his
family were placed in an all too familiar situation—home foreclosure. Mr. Smith began receiving many phone
calls from his mortgage company. He tried unsuccessfully to apply for a home modification loan. Before
contacting our office, Mr. Smith secured a home modification loan. Then, when it was time to finalize the
paperwork, Mr. Smith’s mortgage company and the local mortgage agencies he worked with didn’t have any
recollection of his case. He contacted Rep. Clarke in January to prevent his family from being homeless in the
dead of winter. This May, the Office of Rep. Clarke was able to successfully get his mortgage company to stop
the foreclosure process and keep the Smith family in their home.

Little Sara Returned To Her Family

Visiting her grandmother in Syria, eleven year-old Sara Alouh was stranded in the crossfire of Syrian protestors
demanding democracy and the oppression of the Assad regime. Rep. Clarke, deeply concerned about Sara's
safety, worked with the U.S. State Department and the Syrian Embassy to return Sara to her parents. After
speaking with the Embassy, Sara Alouh was transported to the Jordanian Embassy, and then boarded a plane
back to the United States. The Alouh family and Rep. Clarke are relieved that Sara is safe at home in Michigan.
